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THE DIDSBURY PIONEER Mt. View Farm Purchase Board Meets, 


The organization meeting 
Mountain View Farm Purchase 
Board was held at Didsbury, Thurs- 
day, November 28th. 1957. 

Board members are: E, B. Dodd 
municipal representative; W. D. 
Turnbull, treasury representative; 
J.J. MeCardell, agriculture rep- 
resentative. Mr. E. B. Dodd was ap- 
pointed chairman and J. Riddoch 
secretary-treasurer of the Board. 

By-laws of the Board were drawn 
up and several applications for 
loans were reviewed, Before pas- 
sing any loan it was felt that both 
owner and purchaser should be 
given full details of the plan. It 
is suggested that both parties at- 
tend the next meeting of the Board 
on December 18th. 1957 or call at 
the Municipal Office prior to that 
date for full information. 

The following is a brief outline 
of the plan: 

The purchaser will make a cash 
payment af 20°: of the full pur- 
chase price, the remaining 80’; to 
be paid in equal payments over 
a period of 20 years. plus interest 
at the rate of 5’:. 

The owner will receive 20‘: of 
the purchase price when Title to 
the land is turned over to the Board, 
when all documents have been reg- 

istered he will recieve an additional 
40% + the remaining 40% will be 
paid over a period of 20 years with 
imterest at the rate of 412%. 

It will be noted that the interest 
rate to the purchaser is 5’, while 
the rate payable to the owner is 
442% + interest of half of one per- 
cent will be used to set up an in- 
surance fund. In the event of the 
death of a purchaser during the | 
term of agreement the fund will be | 
used to pay any outstanding balance Pe 
in full. re 

The full purchase price is pay- | 
able to the Board and no seperate 
agreement can be made between the 
owner and purchaser. 

No loan will be made on lands 
presently owned or under agree- | 
ment for sale or for 
paying off present mortgages 

The Municipal District will guar- 
antee 20% of any loss, the Pro- | 
vineia} Government 70‘: and the 
owner must be prepared to stand 
any loss up to 10%.
